THE KOLISCH STRING 
QUARTET 


There was a fairly large audience in the 
Members’ Hall of the Royal Dublin Society, 
Ballsbridge. yesterday afternoon, when the 
Kolisch String Quartet made their first 
appearance at the Society’s recitals. This is 
a group which won a big reputation en the 
Continent and in England during the last year 
or two. Apart from their playing there is the 
rather unusual feature about them that their 
leader is a left-handed player. Then, too, 
they make it a feature not only to play with- 
out score, not alone in their concert perform. 
ances, but even at rehearsals, and in this way 
acquire a complete knowledge both of the 
music and of its inner meaning. Certainly 
that is the impressiow they gave in their play- 
ing yesterday.

AJOR THE RIGHT HON, GEORGE 
C, TRYON, Postmaster-General, paid 
a visit to Belfast to-day and formally 
opened Telephone House, the new automatic 
/exchange. Later he was the guest of the 
| Governor of Northern Ireland at a luncheon, 
to which leading citizens had been invited to 
meet him. 

Replying to the toast of his health, sub- 
mitted by Viscount Craigavon, ime 
Minister, the Postmaster-General anno 
that it had been decided to construct a central 
Post Office in Belfast worthy of the city. 

The Post Office, Major Tryon said, was not 
standing still. Its policy was.one of con- 
tinuous development, Some le thought 
that the mechanisation of the Post Office 
would lead to unemployment, but although 
they had mechanised the telephone a 
ed reduced telephone charges, and were still 
making a profit, yet, counting the whole staff, 
they were employing nine thousand more 
people than at the beginning of the year. 

Referring to telegrams, he said that since 
the charges had been reduced from one 
shilling to sixpence there had been an increase 
in the number of telegrams sent of thirty 
per cent., but there had been an increase in 
financial loss of fifty per cent. 


CHARTER OF FREEDOM 


Alluding to the visit, which he intended 
to make to-morrow, to the opening of the 
Northern Ireland Parliament, the Postmaster- 
General said that these were days when some 
countries were not opening parliaments. 
They were shutting them. He was proud to 
think that in Northern Ireland, in London, 
and their Dominions, the old British way 
of governing themselves through their own 
“é hinis still prevailed, and that it 
was the charter of the freedom of the 
self-governing ples of the Empire. 
While nations all over the world were 
troubled it was gratifying to realise that 
one quarter of the world was at peace within 
itself—the self-governing Dominions and all 
those who lived under the Crown. While

He 
said that public works with a high “ labour 
content” were sought, and the discussion 
largely moved around the “ Blue Lagoon”’ 
project at Dollymount, Dublin. The discussion, 
which was initiated by Mr. T. D. Delany quot- 
ing figures mentioned in a circular from Mr. 
T. H. Downey, referred to a “‘ very alarm- 
ing rise” in the cost of-providing for the 
unemployment, as compared with a few years 
e said that in September, 1931, the 
cost in the Saorstat of providing home. as- 
sistance was £10,938 per week and in Septem- 
ber, 1935, the amount was £11,642 per week, 
lus £34,000 paid in unemployment assistance. 
at was to say, £45,000 was being paid to 
the nár ho each week, compared with 
£11,000 four years ago. 

The increase of rate warrants to the County 
Council over the county was £710,612 for 
1935-6 as compared with 1931-2. The arrears 
of rates not included in the 1935-6 warrant, 
but collectable in that year, was £622,414. 
There were deficiencies in grants to local 
authorities for 1935-6, not shown in the 
warrant, but amounting to £557,225. This 
meant that the burden on the ratepayers was 
£1,890,251 greater in 1935-6 than four years 
ago. Nor had a penny of the retained 
annuities been used, as promised, for derating 
of agricultural land. There was an alarming 
increase in the cost of living. A Labour 
leader had publicly. estimated that increase at 
15s. per family per week. 


A NATIONAL QUESTION 


__Mr. J. Hardiman said that Mr. Downey’s 
idea of making the provision of schemes for 
the unemployed a national rather than a 
local question was very good.

| appears that the Radicals are unwilling to 


assume the responsibilities of government, 
and might not fulfil their threat to unseat 
him. M. Herriot and his Radical col- 
leagues, therefore, must decide before 
Thursday whether they prefer that M. 
Laval shall remain in power, or that the 
Croix de Feu shall be placed under control. 
According to the latest news, they are 
likely to choose the first alternative. A 
defeat of M. Laval must be followed by a 
Government composed of Radicals and 
Socialists, whose financial ambitions differ 
very widely... The Socialists are anxious 


that M. Laval shall fall, because they 
wish the franc to fall with him; for in 
that calamity they detect a loophole for 
the furtherance of Socialist power. The 
Radicals, on the other hand, while they 
disagree with many items of the Premier’s 
financial policy, seek above all things to 
retain the gold standard. An alliance with 
the Socialists to unseat M, Laval will 
mean the end of Radical prestige in 
France. Most of the country regards 
adherence to the gold standard almost as 
an article of faith—it remembers the 
distresses of the 1926 devaluation—and 
infallibly will turn upon M. Herriot and 
his adherents if they incur the chief 
responsibility fár the certain calamity of 
a flight from gold. 

The position is dangerous enough to 
require co-operation between all parties. 
Even without this latest complication all 
M. Laval’s powers of statesmanship are 
needed to save the franc. Since the begin- 
ning of the year the gold reserves of the 
three “gold bloc” countries—France, 
Switzerland and Holland—have fallen by 
20 per cent.; within the past month alone 
no less than £36,000,000 in gold has been 
withdrawn from the Bank of Fran ., 
whose rate has just been raised to the level 
of six per cent. There is good reason to 
believe that the hoarders, who abound in 
France, are making haste to send their 
money abroad; and the fact that these 
people have been induced to disregard 
their traditional habits is the clearest pos- 
sible sign that confidence in the franc has 


‘been undermined, The 4ituation, indeed, 


is not desperate. Though the bank’s gold 
cover has been reduced, through the loss 
of four milliards of francs, from 75 
per cent, to 70 per cent., it still has a 


long way to go before it sinks to the legal 
minimura of 35 per cent.

The Happy Ending 


Man has much to put up with in life, 
but he. will stand no nonsense from art. 
The manager of a small cinema in 
Hungary learned this great truth a few 
evenings ago, and, had he not been a 
person of some resource, the lesson might 
have cost him dear. He had exhibited to 
his patrons a film which, although not a 
tragedy, did not conclude with the close 
embrace of hero and heroine, with which 
Hollywood customarily ends its records of 
all human activity. The audience, far 
from filing out of the theatre in an orderly’ 
manner, remained their seats and 
called loudly for the traditional kiss. It 
was useless for the manager to explain 
that he had no responsibility for the un- 
orthodox conclusion. His de- 
manded the “ kiss and finish,” and were 
prepared to wreck the theatre if they did 
Faced with this difficult situa- 
tion, the manager chopped the end from 
an old film and flashed its terminating 
kiss upon the screen; and the audience 
withdrew with peace and consolation and 
calm of mind, all passion spent. To 
enlarge upon the quaint simplicity of 
Hungarian cinema-goers would be to miss 
the point of this illuminating incident. 
They were simple—but only because the 
world is simple; and for these glorious 
minutes while they shouted and cried for 
what they craved their voice was the voice 
of a great universal public which must be 
satisfied. The lack of unity which a film 
ix likely to betray if it is made to conclude 
with an embrace between two persons 
who have made no previous appearance in 
the action was. of no importance to these 
admirable critics It is not verisimilitude 
that the world requires of art, but a de- 
liberate distortion of truth—a blurring of 
the reflection when the mirror is held up

humanity, and it is because life so gene- 
rally refuses to accord it that we turn to 
the cinema and the romantic novelist. 
It is the prime virtue of Hollywood that 
in this respect it seldom disappoints us. 
[f its puppets have trials and tribulations, 
they are only trials which cause their 
ultimate happiness to shine more brightly ; 
if they have quarrels and misunderstand- 
ings, Hollywood knows how to make them 
kiss and, in the fullest sense, to make up. 
The public at large very properly resents 
any attempt to offer less than the fullest. 
expression of this vicarious happiness ; 
and those who cater for it will do well to 
remember that any concessions to reality 
may lead to worse things than a mild 
riot in Hungary. Deprived of our romance, 
we may wreck the universal theatre itself. 
Happily, it appears that the 
industry is not without a certain realism 
in the matter, and there is little danger 
that the importance of the screen embrace 
will be forgotten. So the cinema will 
flourish, and the foolish wretch who at- 
tempts to depict life as it is will dine off a 
crust in his garret, and, for all the world 
It is the law.

A Costly “ War’’ 


The Free State has become almost accus- 
tomed to the absurd ‘‘ economic war ’’ into 
which she has been plunged for the last 
few years—so accustomed, indeed, that she 
is accepting it almost as a normal part of 
her existence. Life continues on very 
much the same lines as before, nobody 
seems unduly worried about his own or.the 
country’s future, and it is only occasionally 
that a reminder comes of the hard, un- 
pleasant facts. Such a reminder was given 
at yesterday’s meeting of the Dublin 
County Council, when Mr. T. D. Delany 
quoted a list of figures which needs almost 
no comment. Compared with 1931, he 
pointed out, the present year has witnessed 
a very alarming increase in the cost of 
providing for unemployment. In Septem- 
ber, 1931, the cost of home assistance in 
the Free State was about £11,000 a week. 
The corresponding figure for last month 's 
not more than a few hundred pounds 
higher, but to that total must be added 
the £34,000 paid for unemployment assist- 
ance, which means that the gross weekly 
expenditure on assistance now is £45,000, 
as compared with the £11,000 of 
four years ago. The increase in rate 
warrarts ‘to . the Free State County 
Councils, as compared with 1931, has been 


£710,612, and, when arrears of rates and 


deficiencies in the grants to local authori- 
ties are taken into consideration, Mr. 
Delany's conclusion is that the rate- 
payers’ burden has increased by 
£1,890,251. Of course, the casualties in 
Fianna Fáil's “ war” with Great Britain 
are not confined to the ratepayers.

Hands on Deck 


The maritime countries of the world for 
some years have been stfuggling with the 
problem of their mercantile marine. Ships 
have been laid up everywhere, and men 
in possession of officer’s tickets have been 
content to serve before the mast as ordinary 
seamen—when they have been able to find 
work at al]. A general examination of 
the position will be made next year at the 
International Labour Organisation Con 
ference in the autumn, and an earlier 
meeting of seamen and ship-owners was 


due to take place yesterday. The 
matters for discussion include the 
question of manning in conjunction 


with hours of work on board ship, and the 
question of holidays with pay for seamen. 
To many people it must seem a curious 
agenda. In common with wireless 
annoupcers, professional footballers, and 
dance-band leaders, one scarcely can 
imagine a sailor working to union regula- 
tions, with overtime, clocking in, and 
all the other restrictions of labour. With 
a parrot on his shoulder and a gay word 
of farewell to the girl he left behind him. 
the sailor boards his ship again, and 
slowly they move down the river to the 
sea—and adventure. We picture a wild 
evening in the fo’castle on the first night 
out, with demijohns, and many a “ Ho! ”’ 
for the Rio Grande. The brave sailor, even 
braver now, lies down to sleep in his 
hammock, and by morning Liverpool, Hull 
or the Liffey is far behind, and the 
Ushant light is due on the pert bow. We 
know that a sailor must work; but we 
picture his work as a trick at the wheel, 
a skilful shooting of the sun, or a general

EX-KAISER'S WREATH 
FOR JELLICOE 


MISSION OF FORMER 
EMPEROR'S GRANDSON 


From his exile at Doorn, the ex-Kaiser 
yesterday made his peace with Jellicoe, 
the dead victor of Jutland. Eighteen years 
ago bursting shells, the misery of battle 
heroism. Yesterday—a simple wreath of 
flowers. .... 

Prince Frederick of Prussia, fourth and 
youngest son of the ex-Crown Prince of 
Germany, reached London on Sunday 
night unrecognised ; unknown by London's 
thousands. He came from his grandfather, 
the ex-Kaiser, from whom he brought a 
wreath to rest upon the tomb of Admiral 
of the Fleet, Earl Jellicoe, in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. 

Only a few people knew the young man 
who stood in the grey light of the old 
Cathedral during the Funeral Service 
yesterday. Only they, too, saw him after- 
wards make his way to the crypt and place 
his wreath near the grave of the great 
sailor, Several hours later someone 
noticed the wreath of crimson carnations 
and. white blooms, with its white silk 
ribbon, bearing golden initials: ‘‘ H.W. 
II.’’ Inquiries proved it to be the tribute 
of the ex-Kaiser—and his wife—Wilhelm 
and Hermoine. 

It is learned also that the ex-Kaiser sent 
a telegram of sympathy to the home of the 
dead Admiral. Its text is private. 

““ Prince Frederick of Prussia and his 
family were great friends of Earl Jellicoe,”’ 
a reporter was informed at the German 
Embassy. ‘‘ We did not know that he 
was coming to the funeral, but he knew 
the Admiral well. During the summer he 
has stayed with him in the Isle of Wight 
during Cowes Week. The Prince had a 
great admiration for Earl Jellicoe. 
Whether Jellicoe and the ex-Kaiser ever 
met I do not know. . .”

The communiqué issued by the Govern- 
ment Information Bureau was in the fol- 
lowing terms :— 
‘* Doubts have been raised regarding the 
liability of the Guarantee Fund in the 
event of any deficiency arising in the Pur- 
chase Annuities Fund through the non- 
payment of land annuities. The Guaran- 
tee Fund procedare has been an integral 
part of land legislation since the Purchase 
of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, and during 
the debates which took place from time to 
time on the several Land Bills it was 
made yclear that it was intended that the 
existing Guarantee Fund machinery 
should be retained in full, and should act 
as a safeguard to the Exchequer. If that 
principle were to be receded from now a 
position of great confusion would be 
created in relation to land purchase 
finance, which would have serious re- 
actions on the public credit. The Govern- 
ment have, accordingly, decided to intro- 
duce legislation in the immediate future 
to remove such doubts as are alleged to 
exist, and to define the liability men- 
tioned.’’

RISING IN 


COMMUNIST CAPTAIN IN 
COMMAND

RIO DE JANEIRO, Monday. 
As armed rising, said to be due to 
Communist influences, has broken 
out in Brazil. Troops, warships and aero- 
planes are being rushed to the storm 
centres. 
Government artillery has bombarded 
the rebel headquarters of Afogados, a 
suburb of Recife, the capital of the State 
of Pernambuco. A member of the Soviet 
Comintern, an ex-Captain Luiz Prestos, is 
stated to be in command of the rebel 
forces. 
The rebel movement is mainly centred 
at the moment on the seaport cities of 
Natal and Recife. Part of a rebel batta- 
lion, together with Communistic elements, 
have re-taken Olinda and are now occupy- 
ing it. | 
The movement, which began on Satur- 
day, appears to be spreading to other 
States. The seaport town of Maceio was 
affected, but the movement there appears 
to have failed. At Natal and Recife the 
rebels, assisted by some of the troops from 
the garrison, succeeded in driving loyal 
troops from several of their positions. 
The Government has issued a notice that 
it will employ land, sea and air forces to 
support the people, and is determined to 
take the firmest measures to uphold law 
and order. 
The meeting of the Chamber of Deputies 
and the Senate to-night, which authorised 
the proclamation of martial law, was 
extraordinarily dramatic. President Vargas 
asked for special powers for a period of 
thirty days in view of the serious situation 
in the country. The request was imme- 
diately granted.

THE ASPIRATIONS OF 
IRELAND

was stressed by Mr. 8S. T. O'Kelly, 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, yesterday when he formally de- 
clared open fifty-eight new houses which 
were erected by the County Wicklow 
Board of Health at Rathnew. 
The people of Rathnew realised fully the 
benefits that would accrue through the 
change, and their enthusiasm measured 
their real feelings when the Minister cut 
the tape which spanned the roadway to 
the new Rathnew. 
Mr. O’Kelly, who was presented with a 
pé scissors by Mr. E. Dempsey, on 
half of Messrs. E. and W. Dempsey, 
Kildare, the contractors, expressed the 
pride he felt at being associated with the 
ceremony, which he characterised as one 
of the most important ever held in the 
district. 
Rathnew, he said, was one of the oldest 
villages in the county, and probably one 
of the oldest in the country. He had 
known it from his boyhood; he had 
realised the conditions under which the 
people lived, and he had always had the 
ambition to do what he could for them. 
He paid a high tribute to the efforts of 
the County Wicklow Board of Health 
members, who, he declared, had set a 
headline which would make it pery difficult 
for any other body in the coyitry to copy 
as well. £ 
On behalf of the Government, he desired 
to bear testimony to what they had done, 
and, in the name of the Government and 
- the people of Co. Wicklow, he wished to 
thank them. : 
He expressed the hope that the good 
work would be pursued until every person 
that needed a proper, sanitary, decent and 
Christian home was provided for. Know- 
ing, as he did, the conditions under which 
the people lived, he realised that it was 
a very big step to sweep a village away 
and. take the people into a new area—t 
transferring of the village from one space 
to another, 


THE NEW VILLAGE 


That could rot have been done without 
the good-will of the people, and he ex- 
pressed his thanks to them for their co- 
operation. From a sanitary point of view, 
virtually the whole village had been 
condemned, and but for the good-will of 
the people they could not have made a new 
village. 
So far as housing was concerned, the 
civic spirit of the people had helped the 
Government, and, although a very con- 
siderable amount of money had been spent, 
no voice of criticism had yet been raised, 
and he did not think it would be raised 
by any responsible person. 
The houses, which ‘were blessed by the 
Very Rev. Canon Hoey, are four-roomed 
residences, .each standing on half an acre 
of ground, and fitted with sewage and 
sanitary conveniences. Each was built at 
an all-in cost of less than £300 under the 
Labourers Acts, and will be let at 2s. 6d. 
per week. | 

At the dinner which followed at 
Hunter’s Hotel, Newrath Bridge, Mr. v. 
M. Byrne proposed the toast of “ Eire,” 
and Mr. S. Moore, T.D., supporting, said 
that there were considerable signs of pro- 
gress in the country. 
Evidence of it was given by the estab- 
lishment of new industries at Arklow, 
Bray, Aughrim, Carnew and Blessington. 
He understood that the new brickworks at 
Blessington had sold its output for the 
next five years. On the whole, he felt that 
the last two or three years had been years 
of great progress in this country. 


PASSING OF THE HOVELS 


Mr. S. T. O’Kelly, responding, said that 
the scheme at Rathnew was one of the best 
examples of what was taking place all over 
the country Old, insanitary hovels, 
about to be demolished, stood contrast- 
ingly beside new cottages, built on fine. 
open spaces. It was satisfactory to record 
tuat under the Act of 1932 4,977 labourers’ 
cottages had been-built in the Free State 
up to Otober ólst of this year, while 
2,851 were in progress. The total number 
of houses completed by local authorities, 
urban and rural, at the same period was 
15,414, and the number in progress was 
6,359 During the same period private 
persons and public utility societies had 
erected 11.543 houses, and 7.190 houses 
were in progress. Almost 4,000 houses 
had been re-constructed in rural areas, and 
approval had been given for the re- 
constr iction of over 9.000 extra. 
‘This is an extraordinarily progressive 
age.’’ he said. ‘‘ Never in history has 
there been anything comparable with the 
progress of the present—not even in any 
country. It is really remarkable. We are 
re-making this country. We are re- 
building it, re-planning it and re-makin 
it; and our intention is, with the help aa 
interest of all classes of the citizens who 
have the interest and welfare of their land 
at heart, to work to make this country 
what God intended it to be—a happy, 
prosperous country for Irish people to 
live in. 


THE FINAL GOAL 


“ People talk of the aspirations of 
Ireland. We have our political, social and 
religious aspirations. Politically speak- 
ing, Ireland has not completely achieved 
her aspirations. We have gone some of 
the way on the road, but we have yet to 
achieve our complete and final goal, for 
which our people have sacrificed, suffered 
and died during the generations. That 
goal will be achieved. I am satisfied it 
will. I do not prophesy: it would be 
foolish to prophesy. I do not know when 
the complete realisation of our ideal will 
be achieved. It will be hard to tell when 
Ireland will be completely free, and when 
the unity of the country will be restored. 
But the signs are sure that Ireland is 
marching in that direction; the signs are 
there, and it only requires the good-will, 
enthusiasm and continuation of the good 
work that has been done in the last few 
years, and our goal in that direction will 
most certainly be realised—perhaps not in 
our time, but no one can say definitely, So 
far we have not merely been marking time 
—we have been making progress. 

‘ Steps have been taken, socially, in 
the last few years that have not been 
matched in any country in Europe—and I 
know most of them. You do not see any- 
where in Ireland now the starvation and 
the rags that were so evident some years 
ago, and if we are allowed to continue, 
you certainly will not see the hovels either

Mr. W. Norton, the leader of 
the party, is to put a question in the Dail 
to this effect at an early date, when it is 
assumed that the Government will signify 
its acquiescence. It is further suggested, 
by the authoritative source from which 
the information is derived that the Labour 
Party will, in addition, request the 
Government to delete the entire Article 2 
from the new Constitution which it is 
understood to be preparing, on the 
grounds that its special powers are no 
longer required. 

A good number of Government sup- 
porters are equally anxious that this Act 
should be dispensed with, and a well- 
known Senator of the Government party 
recently expressed similar views. In the 
circumstances it is not unlikely that the 
Order putting the Act in operation may 
be withdrawn, but it does not follow that 
the Act itself will be revoked.

At unchow, new autonomous 
Government of East Hopei, proclaimed on 
Sunday by Mr. Ying Ju-Kang, Ad- 
ministrator-General of the demilitarised 
zone, who has made himself chairman of 
the new administration, was inaugurated 
yesterday morning in the Confucian 
temple at Tunchow. No flag was raised, 
as the new Government as yet has no flag. 
The council of nine, headed by Mr. Ying 
Ju-Kang, met for the first time. 

In Tientsin, after several hours of 
ension, the rebel movement collapsed. The 
main force of the rebels seized a lecture 
hall and established their headquarters 
there. Other rebels in uniform visited the 
railway offices and posted a guard out- 
side, but they were persuaded to depart. 

Good-humoured crowds surged through 
the streets, but their sympathies were not 
with the rebels. They tore up the banners 
of the autonomists and gathered outside 
their headquarters, jeering at them. 

Six rebel leaders who drove up to the 
municipal buildings to demand the sur- 
render of the authorities were themselves 
forced to surrender. As a result of peace- 
ful persuasion other rebels were dispersed. 
Most of the trouble was caused by crowds, 
who threatened to wreck buildings occu- 
pied by the demonstrators; but they were 
held back, although with difficulty, by the 
police. 


BRIEF HOURS OF GLORY 


The captured rebels were released on 
the intervention of the Japanese General 
Tada.

Ryan, who was leaning on the right-hand 
window of witness’s tax..a metor lorry, 
travelling at a fast pace, camé<along from the 
opposite direction, swerved, and struck the 
deceased man, who was found crumpled up 
some yards away under the bumper of his 
own car. Witness could not identify the 
| registration mark of.the lorry, as it had no 
| tail-lght. He attended the dying man and 
took him ‘to hospital. 

Margaret Keyes, wife of the last witness. 
stated that the lorry swerved twice before it 
struck the deceased.

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DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT | 
SOLICITOR’S COSTS 


IN MATRIMONIAL DISPUTE 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


Mrs. Millicent McCarthy, Leix road, Cabra, 
sued her husband, Edmund McCarthy, who 
resided at the Mardyke, Cork, ‘for £52 7s., 
in respect of work done by her solicitor, Mr. 
James F, Lawlor, Dublin, in connection with 
proceedings instituted by her in a matrimonial 
suit, 

Mr. M. Lennon (instructed by Mr. Lawlor) 
appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. W. G. Fallon 
(instructed by Mr. J. J. Shiel) appeared for 
the defendant. 

Mr, Lennon explained that the action was 
brought to recover solicitor’s costs arising out 
of matrimonial proceednigs initiated by the | 
plaintiff against her husband. The case came 
before the High Court, and it was remitted 
to this Court. The parties were married in 
April 1914, and on the órd February, 1930, 
the plaintiff consulted Mr. Lawlor, and told 
him of the unhappy relations between herself 
and her husband. She complained that he 
assaulted her, and that he did not give her 
money for housekeeping. and that he told her 
she. was not fit to keep house for him. 
After a number of conferences a deed of 
separation was executed. The plaintiff's story 
was accepted by Mr. Lawlor, and he wrote 
to the defendant on February órd, 1930, 
stating that Mrs. McCarthy had instructed 
him about their unhappy _ relations. No 
reply was received from the defendant for 
a considerable time, and on May 24th, 1920, 
the plaintiff's petition was filed. Between 
the órd of February, and the date of the 
issue Of the petition, Mrs. McCarthy visited 
Mr. Lawlor on several occasions. There were 
negotiations between the parties, and the de- 
fendant undertook to pay Mr. Lawlor’s costs. 
It was settled law, said counsel, that the 
wife’s costs in such proceedings were re- 
garded as necessaries, and that the husband 
must pay them. 

Mr. Lawlor, in evidence, stated that he had

LECTURE ON * ZOZIMUS '' 


— 


Michael Moran, the famous Dublin ballad 
singer, better known as ‘‘ Zozimus,’”’ was the 
subject of a lecture by Mr. T. S. Cuffe, to 
the Old Dublin Society in the Lord Mayor's 
Court, Dublin, last might. 

Mr. Cuffe said that ‘*‘ Zozimus’’ was born 
in 1794 and died on Palm Sunday, April 5, 
1846, and described the state of society in 
Dublin during those years—the strife and 
insecurity which were the inspiration of the 
singer. ‘‘ Zozimus’”’ claimed a close affinity 
with the ancient bards, and when brought to 
court on a charge of obstructing traffic by 
collecting a crowd, he pleaded that he only 
sang songs about patriotism and his native 
bat and did not ask people to collect. The 
ease was dismissed. 

So great was the ballad singer’s popularity 
that he was always sure of food and shelter 


“in the city, and*it was his dying wish that a 


house should be built in which wandering 
bards like himself could be given shelter. 
He was horn in Faddle Alley, near Lower 
Clanbrassil street, and was buried in Glas- 
nevin Cemetery.
